POSTAL CHANGES. 
Various statements have been made 
in regard to the number of changes in 
the post cilices throughout the country 
ainee the beginning of Harrison’s admin­ 
istration. Some said there had been 
IO,COO changes, others put it as high aa 
14,000. 
In an interview the other day, 
Mr. Clarkson, who is a hustler for the

•‘ There have been just about 15,OOO 
changes made in the postoffioes. This is 
not the exact figure, but so near it that 
the difference one way or the other is not 
material. Of those 15,000 changes one- 
third were brought about by resignations. 
About 200 were made because of the 
changes in the location of the offices. 
When the postmasters 
were keeping 
their cffioes in grog-shops or other ques­ 
tionable places we have made new post­ 
masters and Lave seen that they estab­ 
lished themselves where ladies may go 
without apprehension.” 
Mr. Clarkson went on to say that 
in relation to presidential pcstcffices 
the polioy has been to allow the demo­ 
cratic incumbents to serve four years 
unless there was a cause for removal,

were ncade after 
ohargej sgainet the postmasters were re­ 
ported upon by inspectors who were de­ 
tailed to look into them.

Whether Mrs. Maybriok is hanged or 
not next Monday, it is very likely that 
some .benefit to the criminal practice in 
England may grow out of her case. Un­ 
der the present law, there oan be no ap­ 
peal from Judge Stephens’ court, and 
there is one man only iu all England who 
oan save the woman’s neck from the gal­ 
lows, and that is the secretary of the 
home office in London, Mr. Matthews. 
It will be seen that this is too much 
power to be invested in one mao, and the 
English people begin to feel the impor­ 
tance of the question. No one man who 
ie a cabinet official, should bear the re­ 
sponsibility of reversing the decision 
of

jury 
or 
of 
suspending 
a 
jidioial 
sentence. 
In 
Mrs. 
Maybnck’s case, it rests with Mr. Mat­ 
thews to say whether she shall hang or 
no*, aud it is very clear that he does not 
chai re to assume the responsibility. But 
as tiers is no court of appeal in the 
kingdom for such cases, and as she was 
convicted on circumstantial evidence 
only, there is a growing sentiment i° 
England that the home secretary should 
at least save the woman’s life and let Ler 
sentence be commuted to imprisonment. 
For a good many years there ha3 been 
a feeliug that a court of appeals should 
be established in England to cover such 
oases as Mrs. Maybrick s, but the matte7 
has been delayed from year to year, and 
no prectical steps |haye been taken in 
that direction. 
England bas been very 
progressive in many things, but in ber 
criminal practice, she is not only behind 
her age, but has stubbornly insisted in a 
policy that deprives many persons cf a 
fair ohance for life when tried for a cap­ 
ital offense. 
There is another point which the Eng­ 
lish papers are making againuet the pres­ 
ent criminal practice in that country, end 
that is of “shutting out the testimony of 
the person who, in all probability, knows 
more than any one elso the true feels of 
the case.” Many influential papers “ap­ 
peal for a ohinge in the English law of 
evidence, by which the prisoner, espe- 
dally when charged with murder, may 
be allowed to testify or not, as be chooser, 
and may be protected from oppressive 
oroBS-examination.” 
It may be that Mrs. Maybrick is guilty 
of murder, but ne one but Herself knows 
to a certainty whether she is or not. 
There are circumstances pointing to her 
fcullt, and likewise there are circum­ 
stances that indicate that she is not. The 
woman shonld have the .benefit of this 
doubt, for ner| life is a1) she has, and that 
all should be guarded to the fullest ex­ 
tent of justice.

A lady who devotes a great deal of time 
to charity was last week on one of the 
New York fresh-air excursions for children, 
says the Epoch.

C i n c in n a t i, Ohio, Aug. 2 2 .—Amid the 
booming cf cannon and the cheers of the 
vast multitude gathered at the Central 
station the President of the United States 
arrived here at 10:15 Wednesday morning. 
He was over two and a half hours late, 
owing to an accident to tho engine of a 
train in front of the western express. 
Gen. Harrison, with Secretary Rusk, 
Attorney-General Miller, 
and 
Private 
Secretary Halford, took an early break­ 
fast. 
Crowds were at every station, and 
cheered as tho train passed by. 
At Green­ 
field, Ohio, a card was handed Mr. H ar­ 
rison. 
On it were the words: 
“ We wish 
you the earth and a 
safe journey.” 
Several thousand people stood and cheered 
themselves hoarse. 
“ Oh, Mr. Harrison, 
please say a word, ” cried a woman, but 
the train carried him away. 
Tho Presidential Party. 
The entire party consisted of President 
Harrison, Attorney-General Miller, Private 
Secretary Halford, Secretary Rusk, Hon. 
John B. Elam, Col. John B. Black, Gen. 
Thomas G. Morgan, Hon. J. J. Irwin of 
Indiana, Hon. Daniel M. Rausdell, J. B. 
Cochran, aud Hon. William M. Meredith. 
J. W. Herin of Cincinnati, an old school 
friend of tho President, had a friendly 
chat with him. 
The Central Union depot was packed 
with those anxious to get a view of tho 
distinguished party. 
Cheers 
followed 
cheers as the President’s face was recog­ 
nized, and there was continuous applause 
until ho roached the carriage, which he 
occupied with Gov. Foraker. 
The escort 
was made up of a battalion of police and 
two patrol wagons, under command of 
Chief Deitsch; the First regiment, Ohio 
National Guards, commanded by Col. L. 
M. Hawkins; and Battery B of the Ohio 
National guards. 
The latter fired a salute 
as tho President made his way to the 
carriage. 
Tho line of march was up Cen­ 
tral avenue to Fourth street, east to Vino 
streot, and south to the Burnet house. 
Tho streets wore packed with people, 
while tho windows were crowded with 
men, women, aud children all joining 
in the welcome to the chief magistrate. 
Tho President rode with hat in hand, and 
was almost constantly bowing his acknowl­ 
edgements. 
Arriving at the Burnet house 
ho was escorted at once to parlor A, which 
was elaborately adorned with flowers. 
Hero the public reception began almost 
immediately. 
The President stood before 
a table on which was an elaborate floral 
design, and over which hung the magnifi­ 
cent chandelier whose brilliant lights have 
shone on many historic events. 
The first callers, 
after the committees 
had been presented, were the resident 
members of the Ohio commandry of tho 
Loyal lotion of which the President is a 
member. 
Then the public followed os 
rapidly as the peoplo could bo marshaled. 
Tho President was then driven to the 
builders’ 
exchange at Sixth and Vine 
streets, where an address of welcome was 
delivered by President 
Allison of that 
order. 
At the Chamber of Commerce. 
From the builders’ exchange the chief 
magistrate went to the chamber of com­ 
merce, which had been elaborately deco­ 
rated in his honor. 
Vice-President Emer­ 
son of tho chamber of commerce made a 
welcoming address, in which he spoke of 
the magnitude of tho trade of Cincinnati. 
President Harrison replied: 
“ Mr. President, ladies, and gentlemen: 
The figures which your speaker has used 
in his address quite overcome me. 
The 
suggestions he raises bring to my mind 
many pleasant recollections. 
It was here 
at your crowded wharves, where floated 
great palaces upon the waters, I had my 
first glimpses of a great city. 
To me—a 
country boy—it was a wonderful sight. 
Some of my earlier professional days were 
spent here under the guidance of Bellamy 
Btorer. 
Although but comparatively lit­ 
tle of my later life has been spent in your 
city, yet I feel that in your welcome to­ 
day you not only welcome me as an officer 
of the nation, but as a neighbor. I appre­ 
ciate tho fact that I see before me not only 
representatives in business, but loyal sup­ 
porters of our groat union. 
I thank you. ’ ’ 
A public reception followed which did 
not end until the police refused to admit 
the waiting throngs. 
Long after the re­ 
ception had ended crowds of people went 
into tho chamber of commerce merely to 
see whore the President had been and to 
look at tho decorations. 
The President and party dined at the 
Burnet house with a number of prominent 
residents of the city. During tho afternoon 
the Indianapolis 
reception committee, 
headed by Gov. Hovey, arrived and joined 
the party. 
At 4:30 p. rn. the President’s departure 
from the Burnet house was the occasion for 
renewed applause by the crowds. 
It was 
started by the spectators in the corridor 
who saw the President kiss a wee tot of a 
child in its mother's arms as he was com­ 
ing down the stairway. 
There was a brisk 
drive to the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day­ 
ton depot, where the special train offered 
by that road was waiting. 
At 5 o’clock 
the train started. 
At that moment the 
President appeared at the rear platform 
and a shout arose which continued until 
the train was out of sight. 


carTiaj'es in waiting ‘for the party. 
The 
procession was at once formed and the 
journey to the Denison house, where the 
President 
will make his headquarters 
during his stay, was taken up. 
Tho pro­ 
cession 
proceeded slowly through tho 
streets, which wero packed with curious 
humanity. 
At the 
Denison house the 
President was received by the monument j 
commission and committee representing 
the Grand Army of tho Republic and tho 
State of Indiana. 
Short speeches were 
made by President Tanner of the board of 
trade and Gen. John It. Carnahan welcom­ 
ing bim to tho city and State. 
President 
Harrison responded as follows: 
“ Gentlemen of 
tho committee and 
friends: I scarcely know how to convoy 
to y<.u my deop impressions at this cordial 
welcome back to Indianapolis. 
I hive 
been deoply touched by this generous and 
courteous reception. 
It was not my ex­ 
pectation when I left 
Indianapolis a 
few months ago under so serious a sense of 
my responsibilities that I would return 
again so soon to my home. 
But this 
occasion was one which I could not well 
be absent from. 
It is one that should en­ 
list to a degree that nothing elso can do 
our patriotic interests and State pride. I 
took an early interest in this movement. I 
felt that until this monument was built, 
until its top stone was laid and its voice 
had been hoard by the people of this Stato 
in cxpressivo speech, wo had not done that 
for our soldier dead which we should, and 
that we had neglected those who died for 
us. 
I am glad, therefore, to be present 
and see this monument started. 
I rever­ 
ently rejoice with you on this occasion and 
hail the work which these commissioners 
have so wisely and magnificently be­ 
gun.” 
At the conclusion of his remarks the 
President greeted personally rnanv of his 
friends. 
Then tho President, Gen. Rusk, 
and Private Secretary Halford ate a light 
lunch in the ordinary and at 11 o’clock the 
President retired. 
Thursday forenoon he 
was given a public reception at the hotel. 
The corner-stone of tho Indiana soldiers 
and sailors’ monument will bo laid this 
afternoon. 
Elaborate and 
attractive 
draperies appear upon every front of 
prominence. 
The 
monument scaffold 
rising in the city’s 
conter is 
aglow 
with tho national colors. 
The capitol and 
capitol grounds are sot off with cannon. 
flags, and tents. 
The exercises will begin 
at 2 o’clock. 
After the crowd has con­ 
gregated about the monument foundation 
a passageway will bo opened and tho 
carriage containing the President will be 
driven to the speakers’ platform. 
Presi­ 
dent Harrison will be escorted to a seat 
on the platform and will remain until t^e 
exercises have been concluded. 
At; the 
close of the program ho will bo intro­ 
duced to the throng, but will not make a 
speech.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 2 2 .—The Postoffice 
Department has just received from the 
factory samples of three sizos of tho new 
letter-box which has recently been adopted 
to supersede the present stylo of letter­ 
box. 
The style now in uso is deemed 
objectionable because of tho facility with 
which robberies can be perpetrated and 
the fact that it is not weather proof. 
The 
new stylo has no visible opening for the 
reception of letters, but there are two 
knobs at tho top, by pushing down on 
either one of which an opening is exposed 
by the revolving of a hinged plato. 
This 
plate connects with a tray and as soon as 
the knob is released the tray falls down 
and drops the letter below. There are two 
compartments to each letter-box and it is 
impossible to get at the lower compart 
moat, in which all letters are dumped by 
the tray, until tho box is opened by the 
earner. 
The new style will gradually 
supersede the old as the present boxes 
wear out.

President Approves an Amendment 
to tho Civil Service Rules. 


W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 22.—Tho President, 
upon the recommendation of tho civil ser­ 
vice commission, has approved an amend­ 
ment to the rules governing the railway 
mail service excepting from examination 
clerks employed in that service exclusively 
as porters and handling mail matter in 
bulk, in sacks and pouches, and not other 
wise, and clerks employed exclusively on 
steamboats. 
The civil service commission 
has amended regulation seven, concerning 
certification so as to provide that eligibles 
not having claim of preference under sec­ 
tion 1 ,7 5 1 of tho Revised Statutes shall be 
entitled to three certifications independent­ 
ly of any certifications that may bo given 
them in connection with persons having a 
preference claim.

P it t s b u r g , Pa., Aug. 22.—Twenty-five 
thousand barrels of oil were ignited by an 
explosion of u gasoline still at tho oil re­ 
finery of A. D. Miller & Son, in Alle­ 
gheny, at 3 o’cloclock a. in., to-day, and 
the entire plant was consumed in a short 
time. 
The 
damage is 
estimated 
at 
$225,000. 
The scene that took place immediately 
after the explosion was a wonderful one. 
The buildings of the immense refinery com­ 
pany occupy an entire square and aro 
situated 
close together. 
The gasoline 
still was next to tho building whore most 
of the barrels of oil were stored, and hun­ 
dreds of the barrels were piled up in the 
Alleyways between the buildings. 
As soon 
as One of the barrels caught fire it ex 
loded, scattering the blazing oil In every 
ection, and igniting hundreds of barrels 
at tho sam^timo. 
Boon after tho first barrel exploded 
th6re was one explosion after another, 
like the firing of heavy guns. 
Several 
hundred casks exploded that could be 
heard in this way, and then when the 
thousands of others ignited it was one 
continuous uproar. 
The thousands of gal­ 
lons of oil flowed into the alley wayg find 
rapidly carried the flames to every part 
of the company's grounds, setting firo to 
every structure owned by Miller & Son. 
The inflammable material flowed into 
tho streets, and while ablaze found its way 
into the sewers. 
But tho dense smoko that 
arose from the oil extinguished the flames 
in the sewers, and thus prevented a several 
million-dollar conflagration. Nothing could 
be done by tho department toward saving 
the plant 
The 
coopor-shops and out 
buildings were wiped out. How the explo­ 
sion in the mill occurred is a mystery, as 
the greatest precaution was always taken 
to prevent a blaze. 
Thornton Miller, the engineer, and a 
watchman were standing near the tank 
when it blew up, and the men were blown 
some distance in the air. 
Both were badly 
burned and seriously bruised.

Bird to Shoot. 
The loon, or great Northern diver, is the 
first bird to migrate in the spring to tho 
feeding grounds in tlje Rangeley lakes, 
often alighting in a small open space of 
water near an inlet or outlet, and waiting 
thero for tho thawing away of the ice to 
give them ...ore room. 
Once in a small 
apace of open water there they must stay 
until tho ice thaws sufficient to give them 
a chance to rise, which requires at least 
ono eighth of a mile; first starting to fly 
they run on the water, dipping with their 
wings a long way, less and less, and more 
and more taking the air, until they merely 
tip the end of the end of their wings in the 
water, making a mere line or mark as 
they go, until, entirely free and fairly on 
the wing, yet still going horizontally and 
very near the surface of the water for quite 
a distance, gradually rising in tho air until 
they reach an altitude out of range of 
firearms. 
It is common for them to get up and 
move from one lake to another just be­ 
fore a storm, seldom at- any other time, 
and at such times they make a peculiar 
noise or cly which ono acquainted with 
them can easily distinguish as their flying 
note. 
They fly with much fono and labor 
Constantly with their wings, and when 
alighting splash down heavily into the 
water. 
They can not arise from the land 
nor from any hard surface, only from a 
large space of water. 
They can be easily shot when confined 
in one of these open spaces of water, but 
to shoot one in tho open lake is considered 
a big thing to do. 
We well remember 
how we used to bang away at them in 
oar Sandy river, then in Kennebec coun­ 
ty, in our boy days, with an old fiintlock, 
and the loons Boomed to think 
it a 
pleasant excitement to dodgo our charge 
at the flash of our priming, and we re­ 
member how our first percussion locks 
used to deceive them aud knock them over. 
We could sometimes get one by covering 
the locks of our old (linters with our hats 
to hide the flash. 
All frequenters of the lakes understand 
tho vocal music of the loon—sometimes 
rattling off their melody like the small 
arms of infantry in a battle, and at othor 
times uttering extremely mournful notes, 
making the heart of tile listener feel lonely 
and sad. 
These sounds, or noises, are generally 
taken up by loons in different parts of tho 
lake—all making the same kind of noiso— 
making the loneliness of a night in the 
forest doubly lonely. 
Ono noise of tho 
loon is very much like the cry of tho bear, 
and is the frequent sonro of novices aud 
newcomers in the lake country.

4 ho ascended from Michigan, and tho taste 
for adventure which the success of this 
ascension developed has manifested itself 
in a longer list of successful balloon ascen­ 
sions than can be credited to any other 
living man.

T H E W O RLD’S GREA TEST LATH E 


PROFESSOR HOGAN. 
Prof. Hogan was not only an aeronaut, 
but an acrobat of rare skill, and in his first 
ascensions he added to tho attractions of 
the occasions by performing on a trapeze 
bar in mid-air. 
He acquired a reputation 
as much for feats of strength and agility 
as for tho courage and dexterity with 
which he handled a balloon. 
On tho morning of April 4, 1838, Prof. 
Hogan completed preparations for his ex­ 
periment with a parachute. The first trial 
was unsuccessful, tho balloon landing on a 
farm outside tho city limits. 
But tho sec­ 
ond trial, which was made immediately 
afterwards, was entirely successful except 
that tho aeronaut was badly shaken up. 
Tho success of this experiment led him to 
repeat it with additional details, and dur­ 
ing tho season of 1888 he made twenty- 
nine parachute drops, each drop being per­ 
formed with greater ease and attended 
with less hazard and inconvenience. 
He had many narrow escapes in his after 
career, and several times his rescue from 
death seemed simply miraculous. 
He al­ 
ways bad the faculty of landing on his 
feet, andgthough he fell into the ocean 
Vnce with no life preserver on, and was 
precipitated once from his balloon at the 
height of IOO feet, ana on another occasion 
dropped 2,500 foot before his parachute 
opened, just as he was nearing tho roof of 
a house, yet he always escaped with light 
Injuries.

This extraordinary maohino tool weighs 
nearly SOO tons, and has been made 
for Schneider's steel works at Le Crau- 
sot. It tis (intended 
for rfiugh boring 
and tam ing steel ingots of tho largest di­ 
mensions, such os those used in the manu­ 
facture of heavy gun tubes and jackets. 
I am told it is the most powerful latho in 
the world. 
The space it occupies is about 
75 feet by 20 feet. 
An ingot

feet long and 8 feet ia diameter can 
be turned by this “leviathan.”

Among the most expert horse trainers 
in this country is Professor Blake, who 
has been exhibiting his bori es in Janes­ 
ville during the past few days. 
Mr, 
Blake has been a 
horseman from bis 
early boyhood 
and all 
his boyish 
“scrape**” were in some way connected 
with hordes. 
Tho professor’s first experience in pub’ 
lie was as a breaker and tamer of wild 
and vicious horses. At this work he was 
very successful and succeeded in sub­ 
duing some of the most ugly, vicious 
animals in the country. 
To get a horse 
that had the reputation of being a man- 
eater and training it to drive with millier 
bit nc:r rein, and in fact entirely subdu­ 
ing it, was a favorite trick with him. 
Fi tally Blake conceived the idea o* 
training some horses to do tricks an i to 
give public exhibitions. 
He collected 
several horses, and with much patience 
and skill he taught them some clever 
tricks and gave some very eucce sful ex 
hibitions. 
Mr. Blake bae since contin­ 
ually been adding to and changing nib 
borses till now he has fourteen very in­ 
telligent animals, eaoh one of whioh is a 
star in his particular Hue. 
Prof. Blake was seen by a Gazette re­ 
porter lest evening just after the after­ 
noon matinee. As the reporter entered 
the opera Louse the professor waB busy 
with a shetland pony teaching it some 
new tricks. 
A crowd of children stood 
around to see the performance. 
Mr. 
Blake talked very freely with the report­ 
er. In response to an inquiry he said: 
Yes, I have to keep at work with 
them all the while or they forge* some of 
the r cunning. 
Does it take much patience and time 
to teach horeea tricks ? was asked the 
professor. 


Yes, lots of both. No one, unless he 
has the natural love for horses, can ever 
make a successful horse trainer. 
The 
trainer 
must never lose his temper. 
He must use the whip once in a while a 
little, but only a little. 
And another 
thing, if you start to make a horse per­ 
form some trick you must make him do 
it by some hcok [or crook, for if you let 
him shirk once he khas enough of the 
human about him to do it again. 
How long would it take to train a herd 
of green horses like yours now are ? 
Well, I should think, that with the ex­ 
perience that I have had and as intelli­ 
gent animals as these are to work with, I 
could do it in from six to eight months. 
Then there is nothing in tbeee stories 
about its taking many years to teach 
borses tricks ? 
N o. lf you can’t teach a horse in six 
months he can never learn it. 
Are all horses equally intelligent, and 
lf not, what kinds are the most easily 
trained ? 
Some horses know a great deal more 
than others and aro much more easily 
trained. 
I hardly know how to answer 
the last part of your question. I sup­ 
pose horses are like people, the smartest 
ones know the most, and that is the only 
explanation of it. 
No [doubt, each .one of your hoises 
heie have an interesting history ? This 
large gray one for instance ?J 
Yes, That horse was oncelknown as a 
man eater. He was so ugly the owner 
could do nothing with him. 
I got him, 
trained him, and be beoame as docile as 
a kitten. 
While I had bim I taught him 
tricks. 
He went back to bis former 
owner. Three years afterwards one of 
my trick horses died, J got this fellow 
back and with three weeks rehearsals he 
went right en the stage with his trick 
work. 
Pretty good memory for a horse, 
eh? 
Where did this black mule come from? 
About two years ago be was captured 
from a herd of wild ponies on the plains. 
Ho was their leader. When he was cap­ 
tured he was the ugliest, wildest and in 
eveiy respect, I think, the meanest 
equine I ever saw. He has proved to be 
very intelligent. He does several tricks 
that no other horse that I ever beard cf 
does.
